Against Dreaded Paralytic Malady 


Research Workers Advancing Experiments Toward Find- 
ing Way of Immunizing Humans Against 
Infantile Paralysis. 


EAST VIEW, N. Y., Feb. 12.—(7) 
Research workers at Grasslands hos- 
pital have discovered a more effective 
method of protecting monkeys against 
poliomyelitis—dread child crippling 
disease—and are advancing further ex- 
periments toward finding a way of 
immunizing humans against infantile 
paralysis. 

Announcement of progress in the 
research was made today by Dr. Gil- 
bert Dalldorf, director of the labtr- 
atory; Margaret Douglas, bacteriolo- 
gist, and Dr. H. E. Robinson, of Pleas- 


tant. 

Dr. C. W. Munger, director of the 
county hospital, said the research is 
being carried on with funds contrib- 
uted by friends. 

Broad Gap. 

It was emphasized that a broad gap 
exists between the present stage of 
research, advanced though it is, and 


ithe point where the new knowledge 


may be applied to humans. 

“We have found a more effective

HOUSE BODY APPROVES 
SLUM CLEARANCE BILL 


‘Corporate Entities’ Would 
Be Created To Co-operate 
With FHA, WPA. 


Bills authorizing the state or its 
subdivisions to create housing author- 
ities to conduct slums clearance proj- 
ects reached the house of representa- 
tives yesterday. 

The two measures, suggested to the 
legislature by the public works ad- 
ministration, would permit creation of 
“corporate entities” to deal with the 
federal housing administration and fi- 
mance projects without creating a 
public debt. 

The authorities created under pro- 
vision of the acts could issue reve- 
nue bonds which would _ constitute 
liens only against income from the 
projects, and not against tax monies. 

The WPA at present grants 45 per 
cent of the cost toward erection of 
housing units to replace slums area 
dwellings, and limits use of the build- 
ings to persons of the “low income 
group.” 

A representative of the WPA ap 
peared before a house committee yes- 
terday to explain that present restric- 
tions against the state, its cities and 
counties, make it difficult for the 
projects to be undertaken in Georgia. 

The acts, which the committee rec- 
ommended favorably, would pave the 
way for negotiation for projects 
throughout the state. Governmental 
units would have to approve creation 
of a housing authority before it could 
operate.

more. Thus, at the end of seven 
years, the budget commisison cannot 
anticipate more than 95 per cent of 
the actual cash receipts of the city 
in the previous year. 

It provides also that in case any 
deficit is incurred, council must pay 
it off during the first month of the 
following year. The amount must be 
set up in the budget after funds are 
provided for the sinking funds and in- 
terest on bonds, hgt before salaries 
or operating: expenses can be allo- 
cated. 

Would End All Deficits. 

Mayor Hartsfield and Savage said 
this bill assures the fact that the city 
will never have a deficit beyond the 
first month of the folowing year. 

Increase in the ad valorem tax rate 
is expected to bring in about $875,- 
000 per year. But one mill of the 
2.5 mill hike ie to be earmarked for 
the retirement of indebtedness and au- 
tomatically this mill is taken off the 
tax rate at the end of five years, 
when the deficit will have been wiped 
out.

LONGING SAYS COUNTY

Public Works Chairman Re- 
plies to Criticism From 
Washington Officials. 


Sewer construction from the city 
limits to the site of the Olayton dis- 
posal plant is being pushed as rapidly 
as possible by Fulton county, George 
F. Longino, chairman of the public 
works committee, said last night. 
Longino’s assertion was made in re- 
ply to reports from Washington that 
PWA officials are not inclined to look 
with favor on application for Fulton 
school projects until the county com- 
pletes its part of the metropolitan 
sewer system, 

“This is a big job and it takes a 
long time to complete it,” Longino 
said, pointing out that the sewers be- 
ing built are large enough to drive 
an automobile through. 

‘“‘We have constructed more than a 
mile of this sewer line which is to be 
about three and one-half miles long 
when completed,” he said. “When the 
weather permits, we work from 50 to 
75 men on the sewer. We are pushing 
the project as rapidly as we can. 
“They say the PWA officials are 
disinclined to approve Fulton school 
projects until this sewer is eompleted, 
but as a matter of fact they have not 
any money for these school projects 
anyway.”

Hendrix, is leaving for Washington 
today in an effort to secure release 
of road funds, and he said he may

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—American 
short-wave radio fans could listen a 
few nights ago to a broadcast specially 
prepared for them and sent out from 
the small Dutch town of Vud-Vosmeer. 


In this town a serious investigation is

REASONING WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The inner processes by 
which President Roosevelt arrived at his decision to 
grasp at control of the supreme court by repacking it are now said on 
most credible authority to be these: 

He first reached the conclusion some time during the last campaign 
that he could not effect his farm purposes without a _ constitutional 
amendment. Thé things being tried and planned by Agriculture Secre- 
tary Wallace were makeshifts unsatisfactory to him, too weak, too un- 
certain. 

Earlier he had also concluded that anything like a new NRA would 

also be ineffective from his personal standpoint without a change in the 
constitution. 
_ These two considerations induced him first to analyze the possibili- 
ties of getting a constitutional amendment. He finally arrived then, be- 
fore election, at the conclusion he could not accomplish his purpose in 
that way. 

When he saw those 27,000,000 votes rolled up in his favor, he made 
his tentative choice of a course. The day he returned from Hyde Park 
after election, he instructed his attorney general to start accumulating 
data on how to repack the court. 


CAUTION There are-estill good reasons for believing the President 

did not intend to use his repacking program unless and un- 

til the Wagner labor decision went against him in the supreme court. 

In his message to congress, he held out another course. He invited 

the court to open the way for the legislation he wanted. He publicly dis- 
carded the program of a constitutional amendment. 

The decision to drive through with his hidden purpose at this time 
must have been made hurriedly, although his spokesmen deny it. They 
say the only reason he decided to break it without wajting for the Wag- 
ner decision was because he was afraid it would leak and he wanted to 
preserve the element of surprise which he considered essential to its 
presentation. 

There are indications it already was leaking in some minor degree 
to congressmen like Senator Borah, who began to talk about tyrants 
usurping the powers of the courts. ° 

At any rate, it was ready for submission; he decided not to take a 
chance on holding it up; and this, they say, was the only consideration 


MOTIVE His decision against trying to seek constitutional amend- 
ments was based on these grounds: 

The history of constitutional amendments convinced him it is the 
process of a lifetime. The child labor question has been in the process 
for 20 years and is yet unfinished. The prohibition amendment and, re- 
peal were, in his estimation, the results of years of campaigning. The 
only constitutional amendment adopted with celerity- was the Norris 
lame-duck amendment, and his reasoning on that was that it was not 
opposed by any Strongly organized group of people. 

Likewise, his information was that the state legislatures are largely 
composed of lawyers, likely to be diligent against constitutional changes, 
(Presidential friends here say the Texas senate which went against him 
is 80 per cent lawyers.) Also his estimation of the integrity of legisla- 
tures apparently is not high. He seems to lean to the view of many a 
lobbyist that legislatures can be “‘handled’”’ more easily by lobbyists than 
can congress. 

At any rate, this explains why he is now consistently resolute against 
the constitutional method, and will continue to be against it. 

Note—The foregoing explanations now are being offered generally 
by competent presidential spokesmen in denial of the many interpreta- 
tions which have been published. They might be called the semi-official 
inside story. It is important as indicating what the President had in mind 
in the last campaign, and evidence that he does not particularly like the 
method he has chosen. , 


NO COMPROMISE The talk about compromise comes from the 

mere fact that certain presidential callers are 
walking out of the White House and saying the President will accept 
this or that. 

The truth is there can be no compromise. The issue is not the age 
of justices, the volume of their work or whether he shall pack the court 
with six new justices or only three. The one simple indissoluble ques- 
tion is whether the President shall control the supreme court. Either 
he gets the control or he does not. 

DEFICIENCY The main inner defect in the President’s fight is that 

he has no Liberty League or Al Smith to poke at. 
Administration propagandists are trying to revive the old whipping posts 
which were so effective in the campaign, but are not getting very far. 
They cannot get around the fact that leadership of the opposition is com- 
ing from such stalwart Liberals as Senators Hiram Johnson and Borah, 
and that both the Liberty League and Al Smith are buried in the sand 
at Palm Beach or thereabouts. 

Another weakness likely to prove highly important is the lack of 
debating strength on the President’s side in the senate. When Borah and 
Johnson speak, they get national attention, but when Senators Minton 
and Schwellenbach shout, their voices rarely penetrate the outer walls 
of the senate chamber.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 
IS THERE A CLINIC IN THE 
HOUSE? 


Attitude of the public in respect to 
machine medicine is comparable with 
my weakness in regard to hotel ac- 
commodations. I have practiced for 
hours and hours, yet I can never quite 
acquire the manner. I get panicky at 
the last moment and sidle up to the 
personage mumbling something the 
personage never clearly understands. 
On cross-examination I become suspi- 
cious to a stranger who suddenly 
comes and stands close by. The per- 
sonage sizes me up and manifests 
doubt whether I’d care for one with 
bath. Now as everybdoy knows, I have 
no earthly use for a bath, yet I al- 
ways throw away that extra dollar 
for one with bath. 1 do so want to be 
like folks who drive this year’s model. 
Precisely this psychology drives so 
many to the well advertised clinic, 
when, if they only knew it, a quiet 
general practitioner right around the 
corner can give them better medical 
service at a fraction of the cost. 


If I were run down, on the verge of 
nervous prostration—I am _ indebted 
to the Pooh-Bah of the American Med- 
ical Association for this trick of being 
“on the verge of neurasthénia”—over- 
worked, getting soft in the noodle, de- 
veloping rheumatiz, anemia, gastritis 
or high blood pressure, in short if I 
were a bit anxious about my health, 
and there were two reputable physi- 
cians available, one a member of a 
clinical group, the other an individual 
practitioner, I’d prefer the doctor who 
practices under his own name. 

The modern efficiency system in the 
clinic racket is expensive. Say . my 
trouble happens to be diabetes. The 
X-ray examination, nose and throat 
examination, oculist’s examination, 
neurologist’s examination, ete. etc., to 
which I am subjected in routine course 
net nothing, but the clinie has to main- 
tain all these departments and some- 
body has to pay for ’em. If not in my 
case, then perhaps in the next, some 
clue may be stumbled upon by one of 
these experts which will enable the 
clinie to arrive at a diagnosis. Even 
in my case, by jinks, the blood chemis- 
try technicians hits on something— 
blood sugar is 0.02 above normal. So 
I feel run down, eh?

But, as another speaker, Dr. Wil- 
lis A. Sutton, Atlanta superintendent 
of schools, said, the south lags be- 
hind in providing facilities of this 
type and all of the work is done 
through the sacrifice of time and 
energy by volunteers. 

The Atlantans said that more, chil- 
dren than can be handled by exist- 
ing facilities require training in 
speech correction, but that lack of 
time prevents volunteer workers from 
caring for them. 

The methods of training require 
considerable time on the part of in- 
structors, but their work, it is said, 
pays tremendous dividends in human 
rehabilitation. Children otherwise 
condemned to a life handicapped by 
speech impediments are given the 
power of normal speech. 

The child suffering ‘‘word deafness”’ 
is taught to use its other facilities 
to overcome the defect. 

They are taught, Mrs. Hamm said, 
to make sounds through copying the 
mouth and lip movements of the 
teacher. Plain copybooks become the 
medium of teaching speech, replacing 
lost or impaired facilities. The child 
is taught thnpugh pictures clipped 


from magazines to associate objects 
Mrs. 


with their words. An illustration 
that enticed some housewife to pur- 
chase a juicy steak serves a greater 
human need than its creator intended 
—through its medium the child learns 
to talk. 

The teachers of speech are holding 
a two-day session here, concluding 
their meeting today.

NEW SALES TAX VOTED 
BY ALABAMA SENATE 


Measure Sent Back to House 
for Concurrence on 
Amendments. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Feb. 12.— 
(?)—The Alabama senate today passed 
a 2 per cent general sales tax bill, 
17 to 15, and sent the measure back 
to the house, where it originated, for 
concurrence on amendments next 
Tuesday. 

The house had adjourned when the 
final vote was taken, and cannot act 
on the amended measure until the 
legislatune reconvenes Tuesday. 

The sales tax bill would repeal 
and replace the state’s new 11-2 per 
cent gross receipts tax law that went 
into effect January 1 and is now be- 
fore the Alabama supreme court on a 
test of its validity.

When the hand has a aingleton 
in a side suit, however, some other) 
response should be sought and when 
the responder is void in any suit he 
should not bid one no trump. 

Weak «ands in general call for a 
one no trump response even when con- 
taining a five-card biddable suit un- 
less the suit can be shown at the level 
of one. A response in any lower rank- 
ing suit requires a bid of two, and if 
the hand has less than two honor 
tricks it is not safe to increase the 
rontract. This does not apply in the 
case of six-card suits, for any time 
the responder has a six-card suit, if 
he is strong enough to respond at all, 
he shonld bid that suit.

NEW YORK BOXER 
ORDERED TOTAKE 
‘DIVE, HE CLAIMS 


Instructions Contained in 
Unsigned Letter, De- 
clares Deputy. 


By John L. Hampton. 


NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 12.—(UP) 
Self-identified Arthur Huttick, boxer, 
and Herb Brodie, manager for Louisi- 
ana’s giant athlete, Jack Torrance, 
were held incommunicado tonight for 
investigation of an amazing story of 
“fixed” fighting by a New York 
“build-up” syndicate. 

Huttick, billed as “Jack Willis,” 
disappeared hefore a fight with Tor- 
rance at Baton Rouge and when ar- 
rested later, “confessed” that he was 
the fifth man sent into the state un- 
der a fake name to “take a dive” be- 
fore Torrance, who is being trained 
as a heavyweight contender. 

e Louisiana boxing commission 
today had Huttick and Brodie  ar- 
rested and kept in a_ secret place 
pending the commission’s special meet- 
ing here at 11 a. m. Saturday. Chair- 
man Irwin Poche said none would be 
allowed to see the men and he re- 
fused to say where they were. Poche 
said Huttick was about five feet, 11 
inches tall and weighed 185 pounds. 
“T’ll have plenty to tell you tomor 
row,” Poche quoted Huttick as say- 
ing. 

NATIONAL SCANDAL. 

Huttick’s story, if true, promised a 
national scandal. Torrance was given 
a clean bill as the victim of the af- 
fair, but held a doubtful position in 
boxing nevertheless. He himself was 
bitterly. disillusioned and considered 
himself “washed up.” 

Huttick said he was a former New 
York University athlete. Boxing ree- 
ords show that his last fight was in 
1934. New York advices said he then 
had planned to join the New York 
police force. 

The man who spread his story of 
syndicate build-un to Deputy Commie- 
sioner Brother Peter, principal of 
Catholic High, at Baton Ronge said 
his conscience wouldn't let him ap- 
pear in a fake fight. He exhibited a 
typewritten, unsigned instruction 
sheet showing train connections for 
the round trip from New York and 
with information as to how he should 
“take a dive” in the first round. 

FAKE OPPONENTS. 

Huttick said the so-called Johnny 
Saxon, Owen Flynn, Lerry Miller and 
Billy Owens who had preceded him 
against Torrance all were sent out of 
New York with instructions to take 
the count. Boxing records show none 
of them as they were labelled here. 
“Saxon” really was knocked out acci- 
dentally as he fell, Huttick said. 

Before the “Jack Willis’-Torrance 
fight in Baton Rouge Wednesday 
night was called off over Willis dise 
appearance, Herb Brodie heatedly de- 
nied there was “any monkey business.” 
Brodie said he personally held the 
|contract with Torrance and denied he 
was a “front” for anyone else. 

Torrance reputedly was under 10- 
year contract at an annual guarantee 
of $2,500 to Mike Jacobs. Local pro- 
moter Abe Katz dealt with Jacobs 
prior to “Owen Flynn's” arrival to 
fight Torrance here. Katz reportedly 
displayed a telegram signed “Mike 
Jacobs” concerning the bout, but 
later disclaimed knowledge as_ to 
whether Jacobs had anything to do 
with Torrance's contract.
